Members of Edmonton Board of 
Trade Discuss Subject at 
Luncheon 


AMENDMENTS DETAILED 


Proposed Alterations Are Ex- 
plained by Legislative 
Committee 


Debating various alautses of the 
Proposed city charter amendments to 
come before the legislature next week, 
members of the Edmonton Board of 
Trade spent considerable time during 
mid-day, Friday, and by their close 
discussion revealed abundant inter- 
est on the part of city business men 
in the various amendments deing 
asked for {n connection with this 
city’s charter. 

Discussion followed the submittance 
of results of exhaustive enquiry of 
the proposed amendments by the 
board of trade's legislative committee 
headed by W. R. Howson, and com- 
posed of Messrs. R. W. McClung and 
W. J. Thompson. Each anticipated 
amendment to the charter was read 
and explained by Mr. Howson. board 
of tade members joining in later dis- 
cussion. City Commissioner Yorath 
also took a prominent part In a gen- 
eral @urvey of reasons why the city 
shouN make its varied applications. 

Interest Rebate 

Outstanding in importance from the 
point of lose consideration was the 
amendment which will call for the 
removal of the interest rebate on the 
payment of taxes for the substitution 
of a penalty if these taxes be not paid 
at fixed period. The final action of 
the board was that a recommendation 
be sent to council for a redraft of 
the proposed emendment to include 
some of the board of trade suggestions. 

These included in the main, that 
the privilege of (paying taxes be af- 
forded quarterly or half yearly and 
that other ideas be inciuded to re- 
lieve hardship to the taxpayer. 

While some members of the board 
suggested that the amendment be 
eliminated entirely this year in order 
to give citizens full notice of the pro- 
posed innovation, jand twhile some 
described the amendment as being on 
a@ par with robbing Peter to pay Paul, 
it was generally felt that the principle 
of the amendment should be endorsed 
by local business interests. 

W. W. Prevey considered that it 
should not be the part of Edmonton 
to fool itself by introducing some- 
thing supposed to reduce but which 
does not actually reduce, but 8S. A. 
G. Barnes, speaking mainly as a 
school board trustee, commended the 
suggested amendment in that the 
the proposal to eliminate the interest 
payments had made it possible for 
Edmonton to reduce {ts tax rate and 
so place itself in a better position in 
the eyes of the financia] world. The 
fact that the tax rate would be re- 
duced, Mr. Barnes thought, bettered 
Edmonton's chances in the matter of 
selling debentures and obtaining 
money from outside sources.

Charles W.-Leonard resged simi- 
lar conyictions and showed ‘himge'f 
in accord with the city’s proposals. 
Commissioner Yorath explained that 
the proposed amendment ‘would have 
the effect of reducing the mill rate 
from 44 to 89.70. Ex-mayor Short 
suggested that the privilege be accord- 
ed citizens to pay quarterly, similar 
expressions being made by Fred A. 
Beddard, who jater moved a motion 
that the city council] again consider 
the amendment with the idea of 
benefitting by the suggestions. 

Objection ‘was raised, particularly 
by Charles Grant, to proposed amend- 
ment which will, if authorised, pro- 
vide the city council the power of

The amendment which calls for 
school boards to assume greater re- 
sponsibility in the matter of its financ- 
ing for the provision of relief to the 
city council, caused considerable com- 
ment, Commissioner Yorath explain- 
ing that the amendment did not aim 
to—in any way—to financially cripple 
the school board but to place on that 
body some responsibility in generally 
financing and to permit it to a certain 
extent to carry on its own financing 
with the bank. The meeting allowed 
the amendment to stand. 

Other clauses ofthe proposed 
amendments were considered and de- 
bated by the board, the entire de- 
bate evidencing a close interest on 
the part of city business men.
